With Dr. John C. Vermeren, a 
noted eye, ear, nose and throat spe v 
clalist as the guiding force, a group 
of Antioch area business and civic 
leaders opened Antioch Savings and 
Loan Assn. at 950 Main St. on July 
11,1960. 

Dr. Vermeren was one of the foun- 
ders in 1940 of Uptown Federal Sav- 
ings of Chicago, one of the largest 
savings and' loan firms in the Chi- 
cago area, and his experience and 
interest in finance was put to good 
use in setting up the new institu- 
tion .to serve the Lakes Region and 
northwest Lake County. 

Coming from Chicago to serve as 
operating manager was Frederick 
J. Walnole. Of the founders, the fol- 
lowing men comprised \ the first 
board of directors:

Dr. Vermeren insisted on one fea- 
ture—a community meeting room 
that would be available at no 
charge to local civic groups. 

Ground -was broken for the new 
edifice onl W. Lake St. on Oct. 23, 
1962, , with a target date for com- 
pletion of the third anniversary. 

Construction ran on schedule and 
the- grand opeinlg at 425 Lake St. 
was ,ruri the month of July, 1963. 
. Highlight of the construction per- 
iod was having the governor of Illi- 
nois lay the cornerstone. Otto Ker- 
ner, a long-time resident of Antioch 
who was elected -governor- after 
helping found the new savings and 
loan, performed the cornerstone 
laying task and spoke on May 25,
